Seats in City Council Election 


Seven candidates will be vying 
for five city council seats in the 
upcoming November 2 Greenbelt 
City Council election. Five in- 
cumbents —- Mayor Judith Davis, 
Mayor pro tem Thomas X. White 
and councilmembers Edward 
Putens, Rodney Roberts and Alan 
Turnbull — are running for re- 
election. Throwing their hats into 
the ring are challengers Kelby 
Brick and Robert Auerbach. The 
filing deadline for candidates was 
September 20 at 5 p.m. 

In previous issues the News 
Review has printed the biogra- 
phies of three candidates who had 
filed earlier: Judith Davis, Kelby 
Brick and Edward Putens. The 
biographies were prepared by the 
candidates.

Rodney Roberts 

Rodney Roberts, 41 years old, 
is a Greenbelt native. He is cur- 
rently serving his fourth term on 
council. Roberts owns and oper- 
ates a small business that special- 
izes in on-site repairs of various 
types of equipment and vehicles. 

Roberts attended nearly every 
city council meeting during the 
four years prior to his being 
elected to City Council in 199]. 
He became known as an outspo- 
ken community activist and was a 


- leader in the citizen movement 


that resulted in the city’s acquisi- 
tion of 184 acres of woodland, 
part of the original Green Belt. 
In 1991, Roberts proposed and 
worked through to implementation 
community policing and police 


bicycle patrols. Roberts is coun- 
cil liaison to the Youth Advisory 
Board, a member of the Metro 
Area Sector Planning Group, a 
member of the Council of Gov- 
ernments Transportation Planning 
Board, a volunteer for GIVES, a 
founding member and member of 
the board of the Greenbelt Foun- 
dation for the Arts, and a mem- 
ber and former chair of the Com- 
mittee to Save The Green Belt.

Thomas X. White moved with 
his wife, Helen, to Greenbelt in 
1959. Members of the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. cooperative, they have 
raised seven children at 8 Wood-

Council Eyes Budget, Y2K Status, 
Street Sweeper, Pay Increases

At its September 10 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council heard reports on the im- 
pact of the summer’s drought and 
on the city’s Y2K compliance 
status. They also approved a re- 
vised Capital Projects Budget for 
the current fiscal year. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin reported on this 
year’s drought based upon infor- 
mation from the city. A few an- 
nual flowers have been lost but 
the trees are in good condition. 
When the governor imposed 
mandatory water restrictions, the 
city reduced the showers at the 
Aquatics and Fitness Center from 
three minutes to one and plans to 
Stay with the one-minute setting. 

McLaughlin said that the pool 
staff had also saved more than 
200,000 gallons of water by find- 
ing a way to clean the indoor 
pool without dumping the water. 
Instead, they switched the water 
between the outdoor and indoor 
pools. — 

Of nine complaints received 
by the city about possible viola- 
tions of the water restrictions, 
five were determined to be un- 
founded and warnings were is- 
sued regarding the other four. 

Capital Budget 

Council unanimously approved 
a revised capital projects budget 
for the current fiscal year. The 


new budget increases planned ex- 
penditures to $1.2 million, up 


from the originally adopted $1.1 . 


million. Major projects included 
are $81,700 for firehouse renova- 
tions (new), $180,000 for street 
and sidewalk improvements, 
$400,000 for repairing and re- 
placing windows in the Commu- 
nity Center, $126,700 for stream 
bank stabilization at Greenbelt 
Lake, $160,000 for beginning to 
implement the Attick Park Master 
Plan, and $120,000 for lighting of 
the Braden Field football and 
baseball fields. 
Y2K Compliance 

Senior Management Analyst 

W. Bowman Ferguson reported 


- on the city’s Y2K compliance ef- 


forts. A formal report summariz- 
ing the city’s status is available at 
the city office for public review 
and comment. The plan will be 
formally adopted by council on 
September 27, in order to meet 
the October | deadline for cover- 
age to local governments by in- 
surance and legislation providing 
limited immunity from lawsuits. 
Ferguson noted that most city 
automation systems are new, in- 
cluding the police and financial 
systems. All critical systems 
have been tested and all vendors 
have been asked to certify their 
Y2K compliance. The only 
change needed to date was a mi- 
nor adjustment to the police 


department’s telephones. In addi- 
tion, the city may need to make 
some modifications to its backup 
generators in case of power prob- 
lems. 

The main emphasis at this 
point, Ferguson said, is on con- 
tingency planning to ensure that 
the city has staff and systems in 
place to deal with unexpected 
problems. City police are now 
scheduled to work 12-hour shifts 
(with half the staff on at any 
given time) from December 31 
through January 3. If no Y2K 
problems arise, these schedules 
may be revised. All city depart- 
ments will be required to have 
adequate staffing to deal with 
problems. In addition, the city 
will attempt to speed up deliver- 
ies of essential materials like 
gasoline, in case of later delivery 
problems caused by the Y2K. 

Bus Routes 

The new county bus service in 
Springhill Lake has started with 
little fanfare from the county, 
which is waiting until a second 
bus route begins in October. In- 
formation on the new bus route, 
R-11, is available on the city’s 
Internet site (<www.ci.greenbelt. 
md.us>) and cable channel B10.

Council unanimously ap- 
proved, under suspension of the 
rules, the cooperative purchase of

Officers Buerger & Parker 
Talk about ERHS Activity

At its September 13 meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council heard 
a report from Corporal David 
Buerger, the city’s original school 
resource officer, on the past 
school year. He was accompa- 
nied by Pfc. Marty Parker, who, 
as Buerger’s sidekick, has been 
dubbed “Fries” by students, after 
their favorite fast food meal. 

During the 1998-99 school 
year, the two officers made 105 
arrests for incidents in and 
around Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School. Of those, 25 were for 
trespassing, 23 for disruption 
(fighting and disorderly conduct), 
11 for theft , 7 for weapons, 6 
for possession of alcohol, 5 for 


distribution of marijuana, 4 for . 


possession of marijuana, and 3 
for possession of drug parapher- 
nalia. 

Buerger said that he spends 
most of his time on enforcement 
activities within the school and in 
the surrounding residential areas, 
plus Greenway Center. During 
the school year, Buerger reported 
placing criminal charges against 
82 juveniles and adults. He em- 
phasized, however, that most mi- 
nor criminal infractions are 
handled through “diversion” 


rather than criminal charges. For 
the 1998-99 school year, he said, 
222 juveniles and adults were di- 
verted, through penalties imposed 
through the school administration 
or by contacting the parents. 

One frustration he faces, he 
said, is the refusal by the 
county's Division of Juvenile Jus- 
tice to prosecute cases if the stu- 
dent has been expelled. Officials 
claim that to prosecute would 
constitute double jeopardy, a 
claim strongly rejected by 
Buerger, who noted that suspen- 
sion is a civil action which does 
not constitute double jeopardy 
with a criminal action. 

During the school year, 250 
trespassers were encountered at 
Roosevelt, 25 of them were 
criminally charged. Buerger 
called trespassing the number 
one security issue at the school. 
There were also arrests for 
fighting and disorderly conduct. 
In September, 1998, there was a 
large group fight near the front 
gym steps including youths 
from Landover and Springhill 
Lake, which Buerger said 
stemmed from a long-standing 
feud between the two neighbor- 


hoods. Thirteen students were

Animation Class-A Joint 
Visual Arts/Video Project

“I really want to build a 
whole animation project...get the 
kids to work in film festivals...so 
I am trying to find film festivals 
across the country and other 
people interested in children do- 
ing animation,” said Barbara 
Simon, director of the Greenbelt 
Association for the Visual Arts 
(GAVA) and pioneer of its joint 
animation project with Greenbelt 
Access Television (GATE). 

Animation is an art form not 
readily accessible to children and 
young adults. Thus, Simon, who 
was “always interested in innova- 
tive programs for children,” made 
it a priority to create an anima- 
tion project in Greenbelt. Two 
years ago, when George Kochell 
— a freelance cartoonist and 


teacher —- was recommended to. 


her, Simon persuaded him to 
teach an animation class. 

Naturally, two visual artists 
alone could not run an animation 
project. They needed a camera, 
editing equipment, and people 
with experience in filming. Be- 
cause different artists with vari- 
ous skills and abilities work 
within the Community Center, 
the fact that GAVA shared the 
same building with GATE made 
the project possible. 

In 1998, Simon and Kochell 
asked Douglas Love and Kjell 
Forsting at GATE to help them 
develop an animation class for 
children and teens ages 11 
through 16. “Kjell impressed me 
immediately because he was very 
excited about doing anything 





with children. He had a very 
profound commitment for chil- 
dren. He was very, very sup- 
portive,” Simon remembers. 

After GATE agreed to allow 
this joint project with GAVA, 
Greenbelt had its own succes 
animation class. Simon believ 
that only collaborative creatior 
of art, such as with film and the- 
atre, teaches students teamwork. 
“I wanted to create a program 
owned by children...the kids take 
full responsibility: they create the 
story, the characters; they film 
and edit it,’ she explained. 

Instead of each student’s cre- 
ating a short film, the project's 
agenda was the collaborative cre- 
ation of a single film, the 
claymation comedy about Buddy 
Attick Park’s “beaver problem,” 
entitled “When Beavers Attack.” 
The students had full artistic 
control over their film. 

This spring and summer, 
GAVA and GATE offered two

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Floyd Levels Trees, 
Keeps Crews Busy 


Greenbelt did not escape the 
fury of Hurricane Floyd last 
Thursday, according to Bill 
Phelan, acting Public Works 
liason in the absesnce of Kenny 
Hall. Sixteen trees were blown 
down and a four-person crew 
worked from 6:30 a.m. to 7:30 
p.m. to clear up the debris. On 
Friday two crews involving some 
seven or eight workers worked all 
day chipping broken branches 
around the city. 

Only one house, on Plateau 
Place, was hit by a fallen tree, 
but without serious damage. 

Fallen trees, one in Greenbelt 
East and another on Ivy Lane, 
blocked traffic, as did two at 
Greenhill and Crescent Roads. 
Fences were broken by several 
pine trees and two or three locust 
trees fell behind the Citgo station, 
one hitting a car. Flooding was 
reported in the basement of the 
city offices and the Community 
Center. According to Phelan, 
three or four more days of work 
were needed to restore Greenbelt 
to pre-flood status.

Several angry Greenbelt par- 
ents complained to the Advisory 
Committee on Education (ACE) 
at their August 2 meeting that 
their second grade Talented and 
Gifted children were assigned to 
Oakcrest Elementary instead of 
Glenarden Woods. This issue 
dominated the entire meeting. 

Parent Complaints 

The ACE committee heard 
about the surprise these parents 
experienced when they were no- 
tified of their children’s 
assigment to Oakcrest Elemen- 
tary School’s TAG program. 

The parents commented that 
the Prince George’s TAG Asso- 
ciation, a private group com- 
posed of parents and others, 
does not even consider Oakcrest 
a TAG school. In addition, they 
said, Oakcrest is in transition 
with a new principal coming in 
this fall. 

The parents also cited low 
MSPAP scores at Oakcrest and 
facilities that are in bad shape. 
The final straw for some par- 
ents was the hour-long bus ride 
from Greenbelt to Oakcrest 
which is in Landover. 

Faced with a choice between 
Oakcrest and Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary, these parents questioned 
whether their children could get 
an adequate education at 
Greenbelt Elementary. They ex- 
pressed concerns about the lack 
of motivation in students, low 
funding, fist fights, and suspen- 
sion of a first grade student. In 
addition, they reported that fifteen 
teachers have left the school.

more animation classes. At 
GATE, production manager 
Christopher Konkel now runs 
the animation project, and 
Simon and Kochell are still the 
GAVA artists in charge. When 
this was written, animation par- 
ticipants were creating a story 
on saving the wetlands. The 
theme for this summer's short 
film was to “interview” differ- 
ent kinds of animals about the 
drought. 

Kate Spencer, chair of Citi- 
zens to Conserve and Restore 
the Indian Creek (CCRIC), of- 
fered her expertise to assist 
with the children’s project. 
She helped with the claymation 
animal design, for example, 
which included wetland crea- 
tures like alligators and snakes, 
as well as rats and rabbits. 

GAVA and GATE also found 
a musician to help with this 
year’s film.

for expulsion. 

Buerger’s responsibilities as 
School Resource Officer are lim- 
ited to Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School and the surrounding area. 
Parker spends about half of his 
time at Roosevelt and the re- 
mainder visiting each of the 
other Greenbelt schools. Parker 
charged 25 juveniles and adults 
during the school year, 21 re- 
lated to incidents at or near 
Roosevelt and 4 at other 
schools. 

Buerger gave special com- 
mendation to Parker’s institution 
of the Eddie Eagle Gun Safety 
program at city elementary 
schools. He noted that shortly 
after the program concluded last 
year, a student at Springhill Lake 
Elementary found his father’s 
handgun in his book bag. As 
taught in the program, he re- 
ported to the main office, and 
his father was called. 

Buerger emphasized that 98 
percent of the students at 


Roosevelt are concentrating on 


education and basically behaving 
themselves; the problems are 
caused by two percent or less of 
the students. Buerger praised Dr. 
Gerald Boarman, Chief Educa- 
tional Administrator, for the 
outstanding relationship between 
the school staff and the officers. 
He said that Boarman has cre- 
ated a no-nonsense approach — 
“There are two ways of doing 
things around here, the 
Roosevelt way and the high- 
way. He concluded by noting 
that he is often asked about the 
safety of the school. He ex- 
pressed confidence that students 
could safely attend the school, 
including, starting this year, one 
of his own children. 

Buerger said that one of the 
things he enjoys most about being 
a School Resource Officer is feel- 
ing that he is really making a dif- 
ference. He believes in the pro- 
gram so strongly that he is now 
an instructor for the National 
School Resource Officers Associa- 
tion, an organization, 
Councilmember Thomas White 
noted, that Buerger helped form.

State, Feds Grant 
Tax Filing Extensions 


Maryland has extended the 
September 15 deadline for esti- 
mated tax payments to Septem- 
ber 30 for taxpayers affected by 
Hurricane Floyd. The extension 
also applies to taxpayers with 
corporate, partnership or fidu- 
ciary returns that were due on 
September 15. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has granted a similar grace pe- 
riod for federal returns. 

“Anyone who needs the extra 
time to file should write ‘Hurri- 
cane -Floyd’ at the:top of their 
return,’ said Maryland State 
Comptroller William Donald 
Schaefer. “This is the right thing 
to do since many state residents, 
especially on the eastern shore 
and southern Maryland, spent. a 
lot of time preparing for Floyd 
and didn’t have time to finish 
their returns.” 

Estimated taxes are part of a 
pay-as-you-go plan of income tax 
collection by some Maryland tax- 
payers, such as self-employed 
persons, who do not have taxes 
withheld by an employer. Quar- 
terly estimated payments are due 
on April 15, June 15, September 
15 and January 18.
